This was indicated yesterday when U. S. Revenue Collector Marion Allen disclosed

on the $386,118,367 collected from 
Georgians by the federal govern- 
ment during 1945. Most of it will 
be saved by corporations. 

Since business firms and indi- 
viduals deducted what they paid 
in federal taxes from their state 
returns, most of this $130,000,000 
lopped off the federal rolls will 
be subject to state taxation, state 
tax men said. State taxes on this 
heretofore state exempted money 
will amount to more than six mil- 
lion dollars—most of which will 
be paid by corporations. The state 
rate is 5.5 per cent for corpora- 
tions, and upwards to 7 per cent 
for individuals.

Allen “guessed” that 175,000 
Georgians would be stricken from 
the federal] income tax rolls by 
the proposed new exemptions. 
Robert Collins, director of the 
state tax division, said the state 
probably would not add any of 
these individuals to its tax rolls, 
since the state exemption is much 
higher than the federal exemp- 
tion, State exemption for mar- 
ried persons is $2,500, while the 
federal exemption was only $500. 


The federal government, under 
the congressional bill, is wiping 
out completely the excess profits 
taxation—on which Allen collected 
$98,232,164 from Georgians last 
year, It is reducing by approxi- 
mately one-third the corporation 
income taxes, on which Georgia 
firms Paid $43,804,040 last year. 
It is cutting the individual income 
tax, om which Georgians paid 
$184,540,352 last. year.

ANNUAL ADDITION 


With the addition of $6,000,000 
annually in state revenue, opti- 
mists pointed out this would fi- 
nance a proposed $27,000,000 build- 
ing program over a five-year pe- 
riod—without necessity of new 
taxes being levied. 

Gov. Arnall said the reduction 


‘of the federal income taxes should 


mean more money for the State of 
Georgia, since the deduction of 
these payments was one of the 
major losses incurred by the state 
during the war. 

“It ought to mean that the next 
administration will have some 
money for a building program,” 
the Governor commented. “The 
federal reduction will not aid the 
state until 1947, however. While 
the reductions become effective 
for the taxpayer in 1946, he does 
not file his federal income tax re- 
turn on his 1946 earnings until 
March 15, 1947. At that time, he 
claims exemptions from state re- 
turns on what he has paid to 
the federal government. Thus it 
will not be until March 15, 1947, 
that the change in the federal tax- 
ation will affect state revenue.” 
GROSS SEES START 


Senate President Frank Gross, 
of Toccoa, said it would be a 
start on the building program. 
It is his opinion, however, that 
new taxes will have to be enacted 
in order to finance the entire 
building program necessary to im- 
prove Georgia’s health, eleemosy- 
nary, educational and penal in- 
stitutions and highways. 

Just how much money the state 
will get when federal collections 
are lowered on business firms is 
dependent upon how well the war- 
time prosperity holds up, all 
agreed. 

Allen predicted earnings would 
continue at the present rate for 
three more years.

Federal income taxes paid by 
individual Georgians soared from 
$8,258,289 in 1939 to $184,540,352 
in 1944, Allen said. 

Income taxes from corporations 
jumped from $8,696,315 to 
$43,804,040 during the same six- 
year period. Revenue from the 
excess profits tax imposed on 
Georgians leaped from $149,411 to 
$98,232,164. Miscellaneous taxes, 
which were $9,559,266 in 1939, 
were $42,537,300 last year. Em- 
ployment taxes increased from 
$7,175,207 to $17,004,509. 

“Total federal income tax col- 
lections from Georgians increased 
from $33,837,490 in 1939 to $386,- 
118,367 in 1944,” Allen reported.

House Group Favors 
Penalties for Unions 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 30—(#)—The House Military Committee 
voted today to strip collective bargaining rights from any unions 
violating a no-strike agreement in a contract with employers. 


The vote, taken behind closed 
doors, was reported as 15 to 9. 
The anti-strike provision would 
relieve an employer from all con- 
tract liability if the union struck 
in violation of a no-strike contract. 
It also would make the union lia- 
ble for civil damages and would 
deprive the union of its collective 
bargaining status for one year. 
The committee also voted to re- 
peal a section of the Smith-Con- 
nally act under which organized 
labor has been conducting govern- 
ment-supervised strike ballots. 
Another section of the Smith- 
Connally act also got the commit- 
tee’s disapproval. It struck out a 
provision under which the govern- 
ment could seize federally owned

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Truman Urges Higher Wages 
Within Present Price Structure 


Tax Cuts To Boost State Income; 
Expansion Seen Without Levies 


Warns Labor To Keep | 
Demands Reasonable 


By MERRIMAN SMITH, 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—(UP)—President Truman to- 
night announced a new government wage-price policy and 
stated that industry as a whole can afford to pay higher 
wages within the present price structure. At the same time 
he warned labor to be “reasonable” in its demands. 

He told the nation in a radio broadcast that labor “has 
a stern responsibility to see that demands for wage increases 


At the same time he issued an 
executive order authorizing Judge 
John C. Collett, stabilization ad- 
ministrator, to put into effect a 
basically changed government 
wage policy liberalizing provisions 
governing wage increases which 
previously required government 
approval. 

Mr. Truman outlined several 
reasons for his belief that “indus 
try as a whole can afford substan- 
tial wage increases without price 
increases.” 

He listed these five basic rea- 
sons: 


1. The reduction of per’ hour 
labor costs by elimination of time 
and a half for overtime. 


2. The increase in the number 
of people needing jobs. 
3. Increased output per hour. 


4. “Business is in a very favor~ 
able profit position today.” 


5. Congress, at the President’s 
suggestion, is considering elimina- 
tion of the excess profits tax. 


Mr, Truman’s executive order, 
which paralleled his speech to- 
night, set up three classes of wage 
raises which he said the stabiliza- 
tion administrator should approve 
when the War Labor Board finds 
it necessary to correct an inequity 
interfering with reconversion.

Questions, Answers Clarify 
New Wage-Price Formula 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—(UP)—Stabilization Director Collet to- 
night issued the following questions and answers aimed at defining 
the new wage-price formula announced by President Truman: 


1. Must an employer get gov- 
ernment approval before increas- 
ing wage? No, with two. excep- 
tions—the building and construc- 
tion industry and agriculture la- 
bor. 

2. May unapproved wage _in- 
crease be used as basis for an in- 
crease in price ceilings? No. In- 
creases must be approved by gov- 
ernment agencies before they can 
be used as an argument for a 
boost. 

3. What does government “ap- 
proval” of a wage increase now 
mean? It means that an ap- 
proved wage increase can be used 
as basis for price increases, re 
sisting price reductions or in- 
creasing costs to the government. 
Except in this sense, the govern- 
ment no longer formally ap- 
proves or disapproves any wage 
increases. 

MATTER OF APPROVAL 

4. Does the fact that a wage in- 
crease is approvable under the 
new standards mean that the gov- 
ernment decrees it must be grant- 
ed? No. Increases are to be 
granted by employers or as the 
result of collective bargaining, 
conciliation or arbitration. 

5. When an employer puts a 
wage increase into effect without 
getting prior approval of its use 
for pricing purposes, may he 
seek such approval afterwards? 
Yes. Approval will be given or 
withheld on the same basis, re- 
gardless of whether he sought it 
before or after. 

6. Does an employer’s failure 
to seek approval of a wage in- 
crease mean that he /waives in- 
definitely any right to have it 
considered for pricing purposes? 
No, He may think he can absorb 
the wage increase without a price 
boost but find out later he is mis- 
taken. In such cases, usually 
after a six-month test period, the 
OPA will take it into account for 
price purposes.

11. What will be the practical 
effect of the first of the above 
classes?

For example, in 
cases within WLB jurisdiction, he 
should file his request for approv- 
al with a local office of the Wage 
and Hour Division of the Labor 
Department. The stabilization 
agency will no longer follow the 
former practice of referring ap- 
plications to the OPA for an ad- 
vance opinion on price adjust- 
ments.

“To accept it would mean but 
one thing—inflation with its ac- 
companying suffering as the cost 
of living begins to spiral,” he said. 

He denied flatly that there is 
any irreconcilability between the | 


stability of prices and higher wage | 


rates, saying the answer was to 
approach the problem with reason- 
ableness and a spirit of give and 
take. 

He called on labor to recognize 
the inevitable risks and problems 
of industry during the reconver- 
sion period, saying the problems 
apply particularly to small busi- 
nesses which might not be able to 
afford wage increases while there 
were companies where there 
would be no reason for economic 
suffering in the reconversion pe- 
riod. 

“Labor must recognize these 
differences and not demand more 
than an industry or a company 
can pay under existing prices and 
conditions,” he said. 

He also called on labor to re- 
duce strikes, jurisdictional diis- 
putes and absenteeism. 


The President professed a de- 
sire to get away as rapidly as pos- 
sible from government wage and 
price controls, saying “we must 
get back to the free operation of 
our competitive system.” 


“Where wages are concerned, 
this means that we must get back 
to free and fair collective bargain- 
ing” within limits laid down by 
the government, he said. He added 
this two-point explanation to his 
executive order: 

1. If management granis a wage 
increase it ig not prevented from 
later asking a price ceiling in- 
crease. 

2. In cases where permission for 
wage increases has not been asked 
of the government, or where the 
request has been made and denied, 
industry will not be requested by 
the government to take an unreéa- 
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sonable chance in absorbing such 
wage increases. 

“After a reasonable test period 
which, save in exceptional cases, 
will be six months,” the President 
said, “if the industry has been 
unable to produce at a fair profit, 
the entire wage increase will be 
taken into account in passing upon 
application for price ceiling in- 
creases. 

He urged fervently that labor 
and management co-operate until 
the labor-management conference 
here next week can recommend 
‘machinery for arbitrating differ- 
a where collective bargaining 
fails. 


ASKS FAIR DEALING 
“Public opinion will not counte- 


‘nance refusal on the part of either 


management or labor to proceed 
in a peaceful, free and democratic 


'manner to arrive at just conclu- 


sions,” he warned. 


“There is no room in our econ- 
omy for unfair dealing or for 
gréedy individuals or groups of 
either side who want their own 
way regardless of the cost to oth- 
ers. The people will not stand for 
it. Their government will not 
stand for it. 

“The country is entitled to ex- 
pect that industry and labor will 
bargain in good faith,” he added.

After eight long years of war with 
Japan, it is a tragedy that China is appar- 
ently to be torn with bitter internal strife. 


Yet the clashes which seem daily to 
grow in scope and intensity certainly come 
as no surprise. 


Throughout the war every report from 
the Chinese theatre indicated that domes- 
tic dissensions occupied the Chinese Na- 
tional government even more greatly than 
the fight against Japan. Time after time, 
we received well-authenticated reports of 
guns and ammunition which we sent for 
use against the Japs being diverted to the 
fight between Communist and Central gov- 
ernment forces. 


That Chiang Kai-Shek has not been 
able to reconcile the two factions/is not 
surprising. By his own statements it is ap- 
parent no real desire existed on the part of 
his government to reach a settlement. His 
policy, right or wrong, is one of extermina- 


tion and it was his moves to that end which 
brought about the present clash as the 
Communist troops moved in to meet him. 


But, whatever the circumstances, and 
they are not clear, one fact is evident. 


It is this: The American Navy and Ma- 
rines have no part in it. Our Navy is re- 
ported to be delivering Chinese troops to 
certain ports. Our Marines are in the dan- 
ger zone. 


Our Air Force has no reason to be fly- 
ing in supplies. 

We have no nationals in China who are 
in danger. | 


We long ago gave up our territorial 
rights in China. So they do not need pro- 
tection. 


There is no reason for an American life 
to be lost in this civil war. 


Get our men out of it. 


Gov. Arnall's Splendid Telegram

Dan Tobin Writes of the Last Resort 


One of the most sensible editorials 
we've seen on the present nation-wide out- 
break of strikes’ appeared, strange as it 
seems, in the official magazine of a labor 
union.

Teamster, Daniel J. Tobin, president of the 
International Brotherhood of Teamsters, 
Chauffeurs, Warehousemen and Helpers, 
declared: 


“The man who is valuable to his union 
and to the membership is the man who can

“The man or woman who believes in 
settling disputes across the table, even if 
they fail, makes the best and most loyal 
trade union representative. They have 
common sense and they understand the 
danger of a stoppage of work and the suf- 
fering and misery that obtains through 
idleness.

“What's the use of saving up a few dol- 
lars every week, if you can save it, and 
you should, and then get out on strike 


for three or four weeks, spending your 
hard-earned savings? If we lose four 
weeks’ pay in one year, we lose our prof- 
its or savings for that year. And the in- 
dustry loses, and they are not as well able 
to pay at the end of the strike as they 
were when the strike began. 


“, .« Labor must awake and realize its 
great, powerful responsibikty—not so 
much to the employer as to their own 
members, the millions of men and women 
with families who are dependent upon 
the leadership of their unions to guide 
them, without turmoil or strife, to pro- 
tect them in their positiqns, so that-they 
can continue to bring home on Saturday 
night the weekly wage to the wife and 
children or to the others who are de- 
pendent upon that weekly wage.... 


“No employer ever gained as a result 


of a stoppage of work. But workers have 


gained, even when they seem to lose the 
strike.

It is related by Plutarch that at the time Ath- 
ens was holding an election to determine whether 
or not the great Aristides, ‘The Just,’ was to be 

defeated and serit into exile, that Aristides was approached on the 
street by a Grex’: citizen. 

The Greek, his toga shabby and soiled, and his sandals broken 
and worn, said to Aristides, whom he did not recognize, that he was 
illiterate and asked if he would mark a potsherd ballot against Aris- 
tides, ‘The Just’, , 

a “Glauly,” said Aristides,:“‘but tell me why it is that you dislike 
im.” 

“Oh,” said the unlettered citizen, “it isn’t that I dislike him. I 
woh Pte know him. It is just that I am tired of hearing him called 
‘The Just’.” 


The Greeks long have been the greatest Democrats, and they 
have not changed greatly since the truculent plebian asked Aristides 
-- mark his clay ballot, They have not yet been able to hold an elec- 

on, 

Now, of course, there are greater issués, in Greece and every 


other nation, but still it is the petulant irritation of the small citizen ~ 


that keeps Europe and Asia in ferment. 


Socialism There are elections scheduled all over the world. 

Denmark voted yesterday, putting back in power the 
old combination of labor and farmers, a Socialist form of govern- 
ment which has been in existence for 50 years. Denmark returned 
to her old ways of politics and government. 


Norway, like Denmark, long has had a Labor party government. 
It returned this party in October with a program no more Socialis- 
tic than it has had for several decades. 

The Scandinavian countries went semi-Socialistic well before the 
first World War, maintaining a neat balance between state owner- 
ship and private enterprise. The latter was healthy and even vigor- 
ous up to the second World War and will be again. 


Sweden has never turned out her combination of Farmer, Labor 
and Socialist government. 


Englan It was England’s turn to a Socialist, or Labor govern- 

ment, which so alarmed many persons. An old his- 
torical fact soon became evident. No governnment takes power 
without inheriting the history, the culture and the traditional obli- 
gations of a nation. Even the Russians of Lenin found this out. It 
was this fact which caused an enormous shift in Soviet policy. They 
could not escape the cultural, traditional and historical responsibili- 
ties. 

It is this same fact which gives Russia concern at this moment. 
An election was held in Bulgaria. The winning party was a moder- 
ate Socialist organization. It did not adopt the Soviet policy. 

This led to an abrupt taking over of the election machinery by 
the Soviets. They now are stuck with it. They will face, there as 
in Hungary and Romania, the necessity of having to kill out all op- 
position or permit those countries to go along according to their own 
instincts which will be Socialistic, not Marxist. 

In Czechoslovakia the little game-cock, Eduard Benes, has signed 
decrees socializing all of the energy-producing businesses from arm- 
aments to beer. But his program retains a solid block of small and 
middle-sized private business ... again a mixture of the old and new. 


It is just possible we are witnessing an historical 
shift. These countries owe a great debt to Russia, 
which freed them. Certainly this is true of Czechoslovakia, Bulgaria, 
Rumania and Hungary. 

They are, without doubt, grateful and friendly. They would, one 
may be sure, remain friendly. They are not likely again to trust the 
western powers as before. 

But this genuine living and friendly feeling was not enough to 
make them rush into the Soviet form of government. 

As a matter of fact, the French elections demonstrated this same 
fact. While the Communist party won extra seats it did not domin- 
ate. 

It may be that Communism, as an emotion, has had its day, even 
in Russia. This is not to say, let me hasten to add, that Russia will 
abandon the Marxist state. But they already have modified their 
original theory. As a matter of fact, it was never possible to put 
the original theory of pure Communism into effect. Every change 
that has been made has been toward Socialism within a Marxist 
binding. 

It is quite likely we are witnessing the greatest resurgence of 
government by ballot the world has known. It could be that. Mean- 
while, Hungary, Bulgaria and Austria have scheduled elections.

Did you read, Tuesday, the recommendation 

to congress, made by a special subcommittee on 

| demobilization of the wartime aircraft industry, 

that the Bell Bomber plant at Marietta be retained by the Army on 

a reserve, or standby, basis, “to insure the existence of an aircraft 

industry capable of rapid expansion to keep the peace and meet any 
emergency?” 

It so happens that for several days I had been studying letters 
written by one of the leading aeronautical authorities of the coun- 
try, a man 'who has been production engineer at Bell through the 
war, although he must be beyond his three-score-and-ten in age 
and although he retired in 1936 from active teaching at Geor- 
gia Tech. 

Prof. Clarence E. Coolidge wrote Secretary of War Robert P. 
Patterson, on Oct. 11, suggesting a plan for the future use of the 
Bell plant remarkably similar, basically, to that recommended by 
the subcommittee. On Sept. 19 he wrote in greater detail to Dick 
Hawkins, manager of rublic relations for the Bell plant, of Ais 
pr posal. 

The Coolidge plan goes somewhat further than does the subcom- 
mittee recommendation and, to that degree, is, I believe, the better 


of the two. 


Prof, Coolidge wants to see the Bell plant 
continue as a government operated place, 
and to be used as a regional aircraft production proving ground. 

This would mean continued production there, under partial 
manufacturing operation, of new planes, built on the new designs 
which are bound to come as man’s experience in flying progresses.

Faith Without Works Is Dead 


_In his Navy Day address the President pleaded for continued 
faith in a just and lasting peace and decried the skeptical. We 
must, indeed, have faith. We must also have that “moral stamina” 
which, as the President said, is as necessary a requirement for 
peace as for war. But we also must have intellectual honesty. 
It is no contribution to faith to reiterate that “the world cannot 
afford to allow the co-operative spirit of the Allies to deteriorate. 
The world simply cannot allow. this to happen.” For it is happen- 
ing; to deny that is not an act of faith but of blindness. 

It is like refusing to recognize undemocratic regimes in eastern 
Europe. What good does that do? We refused to recognize the 
Japanese conquest of Manchuko. The refusal contributed to the 
deterioration of our relations with Japan, but did not change the 
statis of Manchuko. It was changed by war. : 

We are not, at this moment, heading toward lasting peace. 
To have faith that another catastrophe—the catastrophe of cen- 
turies—can be averted, is an obligation upon all who have an 
ounce of moral and intellectual stamina. But to ask us to believe 
that the structure put together at San Francisco will avert that 
catastrophe, is not to awaken faith but to give us a sleeping 
powder. Faith may be “the substance of things hoped for;” it 
is certainly, at this moment, “the evidence of things unseen.”

There has never been a period 
during which infantile paralysis 
has occurred to such an extent 
three years in a row—at least 
not since comparable records have 
been kept.

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Changes Slated 
On Parole Board 


Grover C. Byars, of Rome, is slated to become 

| chairman of the pardon and parole board in 

January. Byars, who is a well known former legislator, served 

as chairman of thé prison board a few years ago. One of the 

three original members named to the parole board by Gov. Arnall 

in 1943, Byars is scheduled to assume the chairmanship under a 
rotation plan. 

Chairman Edward B. Everett’s term as a board member ex- 
pires in December. Political observers believe Gov. Arnall will 
tender a reappointment, and that Everett will accept a second 
term. This time it will be for seven years. To get the board into 
staggered terms, Everett’s first term was for only three years, and 
Byars’ was for five years. Byars’ term expires in 1948. Mrs. 
Helen Coxon was named for a full seven-year term, which does not 
expire until 1940. 

During its two and one-half years’ existence, the board has 
granted only one pardon. While it grants many paroles to prison- 
ers making good records, the board will not give a pardon unless 
convinced the person was innocent of the crime for which he 
was convicted. 

Robert Elliott Burns, former convict who wrote “I Am a 
Fugitive From a Georgia Chaingang,” still has hopes of a pardon 
from Georgia. This was indicated in the editor’s comments in an 
article on Georgia’s prison reform published in the November 
issue of True Detective magazine. Gov. Arnall supported Burns’ 
claims for a pardon many months ago before the pardon board, 
and the board declined to act until Burns returned to Georgia 
custody. Burns decided against taking this chance.

A faithful follower of Georgia Tech roused 


What! Again? out of a fitful sleep early this week with 


large beads of perspiration on his forehead and a scream on his lips. 
“Not again!” he moaned. 

He had been dreaming, it seems, about the 
Tech-Duke game on Saturday. 

As the game took shape in his subconscious 
mind he was pleased to see Tech doing very 
well against the Blue Devils. And then, sud- 
denly, a long pass shot toward the goal on the 
right side of the field. A speeding Duke re- 
ceiver shot behind the Tech sideback, caught 
the ball and loped across the goal line. 

The Tech supporter tossed but didn’t waken 
until Duke repeated the play a second time 
to win the game. He sat in bed, holding his 
head. His memory raced back to Grant Field, 
November, 1941 ... 

Moffatt Storer and Tom Davis teamed to throw touchdown 
asses over the head of litthke Davey Eldredge. This was Wallace 
ade’s last appearance at Grant Field. 
The Tech supporter focused his mind’s eye on the 1943 game 
Grant Feild. 


Bob Luper and,Lloyd Blount collaborated on a 47-yard 
touchdown pass. ft went over the head of the right side- 
back. Billy Murphy threw another long touchdown pass 
to Gordon Carver between Mickey Logan and Eddie Prokop. 
Tech scored on a blocked punt and a pass Prokop to Joe 
Brown. But the long Duke passes had beaten Tech, 14 to 7. 
It seemed as if Eddie Cameron had used a carbon copy of 
Wade's attack in 1941. 


The tortured Tech supporter’s memory grew stronger as he 
recalled the game at Durham last season. 
On the first play from scrimmage, George Clark ran a reverse 
play 64 yards for the opening touchdown. Tech stofmed back. 
ut the game went to Duke on those same long, looping passes 
over the right sideback. 


Tom Davis threw one to Harold Raether. 
the other one from Cliff Lewis. 


Mickey Logan scored on a pass batted into the air. Dinky 
Bowen scored the other Tech touchdown through the line. On a 
from Tex Ritter, with time running out, Charley Murdock 
unwittingly stepped out of bounds as he “turned the corner” at 
the six. He ran on across the goal with the tying touchdown but 
the play was called back. Duke hung on to win. To win, again, 
on sucker passes. 


Can it happen again? 
: Once I sincerely hated to see Duke’s 
Same Play in Rever Se favorite touchdown play—against 
Tech, anyway—backfire and cost the Blue Devils a victory in 
the Rose Bowl. ‘ 
The Blue Devils were playing Southern California at Pasa- 
dena on Jan. 1, 1939. 


Tony Ruffa early had kicked a field goal and Duke 
headed into the last two minutes of the game still leading 
by 3 to 0 in a contest that had featured stout defensive play. 


With slightly less than two minutes remaining a substitute 
passer, Doyal Nave, began pitching passes, He completed five 
in a row. The fifth one he pitched to Al Kreuger, a fleet end, 
beyond the reach of Duke’s right sideback, Eric Tipton. The latter 
had played a terrific game. Kreuger caught the ball as he raced 
into the end zone. Tipton was yards away from him. The Tro- 
jans had won an amazing victory, 7 to 3. 

This very play may have inspired the passes that Duke has 
been using with such disgusting success against the Yellow Jackets. 
If so, the Blue Devils have reaped ample revenge.

Control on Sale 


Of Shells Lifted 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—(#)— 
Revocation of all controls on man- 
ufacture, delivery and sale of am- 
munition, effective tomorrow, was 
announced tonight by the War Pro- 
duction Board. 

This authorizes unlimited sales 
to civilians. It sets aside quota 
restrictions which have been in ef- 
fect for sportsmen, farmers, ranch- 
ers and law enforcement officers. 

The move was made possible, 
WPB said, by the large reductions 
in military requirements. 

WPB said it could not estimate 
how much additional ammunition 
may be available immediately as 
a result of the revocation. 

Restrictions for the current sea- 
son had been in effect since Aug. 
31. Under them hunters were au- 
thorized to buy 150 rounds of .22 
caliber rim-fire cartridges, 40 
round of center-fire rifle ammuni- 
tion, or 50 rounds of the type usu- 
ally packaged, 59 to a box, and 
100 shotgun shells of any gauge.

Harry has lived up to that esti- 
mate, and then some. 

Three of the Tide starting line 
men, Ends Rebel Steiner and 
James Cain, and Tackle Lee Flow- 
ers, are freshmen. Three other 
linemen and the starting backs 
are sophomores and the other two 
men, Guard Jack Green and 
Quarterback Hal Self, had no 
game service prior to last year, al- 
though they were members of the 
1942 squad. 

“Our line’s record speaks for it- 
self,” Thomas says.

After four months in Europe as 
a member of the American War 
Crimes Commission, a body en- 
gaged in preparing the case 
against German war criminals, M. 
Neil Andrews, United States Dis- 
trict Attorney, has returned to 
his job in Atlanta. These are the 
criminals who are to be brought 
to trial at Nuernberg on various 
charges of war atrocities. 

Andrews, who was an aide to 
Justice Robert Jackson, of the 
United States Supreme Court, 
who is head of the American War 
Crimes Commission, said that de- 
spite the enormous difficulties of 
preparing the case the trials 
would probably begin around 
Dec. 1, He reached Atlanta yes- 
terday. | 

“In the first place there is the 
language difficulty,” he said. 
“Then, again, there is delay in get- 
ting the courtroom ready for the 
trial. Nuernberg is a city 80 per 
cent destroyed and the difficul- 
ties in getting any kind of work 
done are enormous.”

Master Diet 
Plan for 


Mr. and Mrs. 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 


During the lean days of ration- 
ing some people were so scared 
they were going to starve that 
they went ahead and got fat! 
That’s about the size of it ac- 
cording to one reader who re- 
quests a Mr. and Mrs. diet to 
check the rising tide of avoirdu- 
pois and an éxercise to nip in her 
waistline and his beltline. 

Naturally she wants one diet 
suitable for both. So here is a 
master diet plan from which she 
can make up low-calorie balanced 
meals. The plan is based on 1065 
to 1300 calories a day. Her re- 
quirements will be from 1000 to 
1200 calories, and his from 1400°to 
1500, for moderate activity. 

Meat, Fish, Chicken: Choice of 
one, one serving daily, % pound, 
calories 200. Choice of lean beef, 
veal, lamb, liver or fish. Or 
chicken. Since the points do not 
allow for liberal meat, use fish 
often. Fish provides excellent pro- 
tein and is low in calories. Avoid 
frying. 

Cheese, Cottage Cheese or 
Beans: Choice of one: 1-2 cup cot- 
tage cheese, 1 ounce American 
cheese, or 1-2 cup navy or lima 
beans, cooked. Calories 100. 

Eggs: ‘One or two daily, boiled, 
poached, baked or scrambled in 
top of double boiler, without add- 
ed fat. Calories 75, 150. 

Milk: Two cups or glasses, as 
beverage, or used on cereal or 
in cooking, as in an oyster stew, 
for example, with whole milk, 
oysters and seasoning, but only 
the amount of fat counted in the 
menu. Milk may be used for a 
custard, using the eggs in this 
way. Note: If the calories must 
be as low as 1000, then butter- 
milk or skim milk should take 
the place of whole milk. Calories 
160-320. 

Fruits: Two, one choice should 
be oranges or grapefruit. Second 
choice fresh or cooked fruit. Cal- 
ories 175. 

Vegetables: 1 small potato, one 
green leafy vegetable and one yel- 
low vegetable. Raw vegetables can 
be liberally used, tomatoes, car- 
rot slivers, cucumbers, celery, let- 
tuce ... without added fat. 
Mayonnaise counts 100 calories 
per tablespoon, French dressing 
65. Calories 130, 25. 

Bread and Cereal: Two thin 
slices of bread and a serving of 
cereal or three slices of bread 
and no cereal. Thin slice is 3-8- 
inch thick. Calories 150. 

Butter: Two level teaspoons 
daily for bread and vegetables. 
Or one pat, 1-4-inch thick. Calo- 
ries 50. 

Tea and Coffee: Served clear 
or with saccharin. Cream adds 30 
calories for one tablespoon of 18 
per cent cream, sugar, 1 lump 25, 
1 rounded teaspoon 25. 

For a calorie check you may 
wish to send for the “Complete 
Calorie Chart”. and the exercise 
leaflet “Waistlines & Beltlines.”

WASHINGTON—A few articles 
back, I mentioned subsistence pay- 
ments (some call them increased 
pensions) that are payable to dis- 
abled veterans while getting train- 
ing or education under Public 


Law (Vocational Rehabilitation 
Act). 


I pointed out how, for a disa- 
bled veteran with no dependents, 
the top allowance or incréased 
pension was $92 per month. 


Well, in the past, some veterans 
deliberately tried to avoid bécom- 
ing eligible under Public Law 16. 
They did this so they could get 
training instead under the educa- 
tion program of the GI bill. 

In that way, they could con- 
tinue to draw their disability pen- 
sion and also could get their rights 
under the GI bill education pro- 
gram, including the subsistence 
allowance payable in that pro- 
gram. 


At present, a disabled veteran’s 
application for a disability pen- 
sion goes to a rating board of the 
VA. The board decides if the vet- 
eran has a service-connected pen- 
sionable disability and how much. 


If you’re one of those vets with 
a pensionable disability, you get 
a notice of the rating board’s de- 
cision. And you get a printed 
statement which, shortened 
means that if you want vocational 
rehabilitation (under Public Law 
16), you should fill out the Form 
1900 that’s enclosed and return it. 

The board then will decide 
whether you need vocational re- 
habilitation, If you need it, you're

gible. 
So, disabled vets, if you become 
eligible for training under Publie 
16, you then have a choice. You 
can get your training or eduration 
under Public 16 or you can take 
it under the GI Bill of Rights. 

But you can’t get more than $92 
a month (if single and with no 
dependents) as a subsistence al- 
lowance or increased pension 
while training under either law. 

Some disabled men took the 
idea that if they didn’t get eligi- 
ble under Public 16, they then 
wouldn’t have to make a choice 
between training under Public 16 
or the GI bill. They could still 
draw their disability pension 
(which was theirs legally) and 
also could get any training the 
desired under the GI bill (whic 
also was theirs legally). 

They did this by ignoring the 
Veterans’ Administration from 
1900. They wouldn’t complete it 
and return it to the VA. Thus they 
wouldn’t; become eligible under 
Public 16. 

Then, they’d k their pension 
(let’s say it was a month (60 
per cent disability) and under the 
GI bill education program they'd 
also get $50 subsistence allowance 
while training. That’s a total of 
$119 a month. They could have 
drawn but $92 a month (with no 
dependents) if they’d been eligible 
for training under Public 16. 

But a vet can’t get away with 
that any more. The VA holds in 
effect that in cases where “a vet- 
eran withholds co-operation” he'll 
be presumed to be eligible for 
training under Public 16. 

Evidently the VA means that 
you, as a disabled veteran, aren't 
co-operating if you don’t fill out 
Form 1900 app for training 
under Public 16 or if you fail to 
appear for examination when 
needed.
